Royal Visitor Goes First to British 


Embassy, Then Calls on President 


Taft, Dines With Ambassador Bryce, 


Visits the National Press Club anc1 


Then Boards His Private Car ant' 


Leaves for New York. 


W ashington, Jan. 26.— The Duke of 
C onnaught w ent the A m erican “ pace" 
in his visit 
to th e national 
capital. 
A rriving late in th e afternoon he was 
whirled to the British em bassy, spent 
a few- m inutes in the W hite House, 
w here he w as received by President 
and Mrs Tuft, then was m otored back 
to the em bassy, w here he w as the 
guest of honor at a d inn er to which 
most of the prom inent m em bers of the 
diplom atic corps were invited, visited 
the N ational 
P ress club and 
then, 
tired but “delighted," as he expressed 
it, sought his private car. 
H e left j 
about midnight for New York. 
T he duke, the first royal visitor to 
W ashin gto n in m any years, first called 
at the W hite H ouse and then P resi­ 
d en t T aft returned his call at the B rit­ 
ish em bassy. 
W hile the chief executive of the | 
U nited S tates and his viceregal visitor 
w ere to geth er th eir conversation was 
of the m ost general character. 
The 
duke had no official m essage to bear 
from E ngland and the presid en t had 
none to give. 
T he only formal wel­ 
come to his royal highness was that 
extended to him when he left his p ri­ 
v ate car at the Union station by Major 
A. W. Butt, P residen t T a ft’s personal 
aide. 
T h e reception in the W hite H ouse 
lasted only fifteen m in utes and w as as

Columbia, S. C., Jan. 26.—Judge Al­ 
ton B. P a rk e r of New York, candidate 
for president ag ainst Theodore Roose­ 
velt in 1904, delivered an address in 
this city 
before the South Carolina 
B ar association, in which he expressed 
him self as opposed to the recall of 
th e judiciary and took exception to 
som e of the criticism s of the bench 
m ade in th e past by Mr. Roosevelt. He 
said in part: 
“If carried to its inevitable conclu­ 
sion recall of judges is the su b stitu ­ 
tion of popular opinion for legal pro­ 
cedure. 
It is justice— or injustice— 
m eted out, not according to the law of 
the land 
but according to supposed 
public sentim ent. 
Recall 
of judges 
spells in the ultim ate result a recall of 
th e judicial Bystem and the su b stitu ­ 
tion of a vigilance com m ittee. 
"N ever before, I think, in the history 
of civilization has any blind leader of 
th e blind advocated as progressive a 
retu rn to the chaotic conditions inh er­ 
en t in ad m inistratio n of justice by ca 
price ra th e r than by th e rules of law. 
“The recall of judges, however, is 
but the first step tow ard the cherished 
goal of the leaders of the m ovem ent 
for the recall of the Judiciary. 
T heir 
ultim ate aim is the recall of the power 
of the courts to recall such legislation 
as 
is 
considered 
unconstitutional, 
eith er state or federal.”

Chicago, Jan. 26.—Counsel for the 
governm ent spran g a surprise on the 
defense in th e pack ers’ trial 
when 
they 
produced 
thirty-five 
original 
weekly sum m ary margin sh eets for 
th e shipm ents m ade by the N ational 
Packing 
c o m p a n y 
into 
the 
E astern 
territo ry 
betw een 
Janu ary 
and 
Au­ 
gust, 1910. 
S teiner G. Langher, margin clerk for 
the 
H am m ond 
Packing com pany, a 
subsidiary of th e National 
Packing 
company, who was on the stand all 
day, identified the sheets as having 
been compiled under his direction and 
A ttorney Pierce Butler Im mediately of­ 
fered them In evidence. 
T he sheets showed the total pounds 
of m eat shipped each week from the 
different plants of the National P ack­ 
ing company, to gether with (he work­ 
ing and closed m argins, term s used by 
the packers for th e average te st cost 
and selling price of the product. 
T he governm ent contends th at these 
weekly m argin sheets were sent to the 
offices of 
the 
com pany 
in Chicago 
every Monday and were used at the 
directors' m eetings of 
th* N ational 
Packing company each Tuesday a fter­ 
noon, when the alleged agreem ents in 
regard to shipm ents and m argins were 
made for the c u rre n t week. 
It is the theory of A ttorney Butler 
of the g ov ern m en t’s legal forces that 
the 
alleged 
com bination 
in 
recent 
years centered its activity in territory 
"A,” which em braced the cities north 
of the Ohio river and east of the Mis- i 
slssippi river, into which the packers 
shipped 75 per cent of their output of 
fresh beef.

Morse lost practically his last chance 
to escape his sentence of fifteen years 
on Dis*. JO. lint!I, when Ju d g e Hough, 
before whom 
lit* w as tried, handed 
<1 m n a division iii tho circuit court 
holding that th e court had no Jurisdic­ 
tion to pass upon a motion for a new 
trial based upon allegations of im prop­ 
er in ti lienee upon the jury which con­ 
victed Morse and also th at the motion 
“ lacked m erit.” 
Morse began service of bis term on 
Ja n . 3. 1910. 
H e had been confined In 
the Tom bs for ten m onths before lit* 
w as taken to A tlanta. 
While out on bail pending decision 
on Ins appeals Morse w as an active 
figure in the financial district, and on 
Oct. 2, BK)4.), lie stated th a t he had 
m ad e approxim ately $7,500,000, which 
he had applied to w iping out his debts 
and then had lint $5oo.ooo m ore to pay 
before the old scores were till settled. 
Not m any w eeks a fte r Morse w as 
taken to A tlan ta his w ife started peti­ 
tions asking President T aft to pardon 
the banker. 
One of these petitions, 
containing 500,000 nam es, 
w as sent 
to the president on Dec. 14, 1010. 
P r i­ 
or to th at, iii May, 1910, Mrs. Morse 
h ad obtained th e signatures of 200con 
gressm en to a petition, b ut received a 
cold reception in the senate. 
Morse 
had characterized him self as a “ vic­ 
tim ” iii an interview', an d Mrs. Morse, 
in w h a t w as conceded to lie one of tile 
most rem ark ab le docum ents of the 
kind ever sent to W ashington, declared 
th a t the sentence imposed upon her 
husband w as “outrageous.” 
I'resident 
Tuft, "However, refused to pardon him. 
O n May 21 last P resid ent T a ft 
denied applications for clemency, d e­ 
claring th a t the "record show s moral 
tu rp itud e of that insidious and d an g er­ 
ous kind to punish which the national 
banking laws were especially en act­ 
ed.'’ 
T he spirit of Morse w as ap p a r­ 
ently broken by these fruitless efforts. 
F rien ds again appealed to President 
T aft, bu t tin* president, relying on tile 
opinions of til ret* governm ent physi­ 
cians, for the third tim e refused a 
pardon. 
It w as s a i<l then, however, 
th a t the president w as reluctant th at 
a dying: m an should be kept In close 
Confinement and th a t if bis condition 
w as later declared hopeless lie would 
set the prisoner free.
